ment control of trusts, and newspapers supporting 
him are clamoring for a constitutional amendment 
to accomplish such control. The Republicans have 
once proposed that method in Congress but it did 
not meet with favor. 
In the first place it is ex- 


tremely doubtful if such a constitutional amendment 
could be passed. 
It is revolutionary in character 


giving too great powers to the general government. 
If it may control one class of industry it may contro 
all classes and a long step will have been taken to- 
wards socializing the government. 
It would, in- 


fringe the right of the States to control their own 
internal affairs and for that reason would be stoutly 
resisted by many of them. 
It would not be favor- 


ably received by those States that now derive a 
large revenue from those combinations. 
New Jer- 


sey, 
for instance, whose entire State expenses are 


paid by the charter fees and taxes of the trusts 
would not be plea«prl with the idea of giving up that 
income. 


There is one sensible, immediate and practical 


method of curbing the trusts, the method proposed 
by the Democrats and favored in the past by good 
Republicans—reducing or abolishing the tariff on 
goods controlled by the trusts so that foreign com- 
petition may take" the place of domestic competi- 
.tion, which the trusts have destroyed. 
The Re- 


publican party is unwilling to take up the revision. 
It knows that it cannot touch one schedule without 
being compelled to take up others, and the whole 
tariff edifice would be in danger.
